Former Judge Rutledge 
Says Law Has Been Vi 


lated in Campaign 
Against Plaza Location. 


Former Circuit Judge Charles 
W. Rutledge, chairman of the 
Plaza Courthouse Committee, 
announced today that he would ask 
Circuit Attorney Sidener to investi- 
gate the circulation of posters, op- 
posing the adoption of the plaza 
Courthouse. site, which have ap- 
peared in show windows and else- 
where in St. Louis. 


| “I am convinced the State law 
has been violated,” he said, “in 
that the posters are not signed by 
those responsible for their circula- 
tion. Furthermore they are decep- 
tive, misleading, and contain un- 
true statements, which I conceive 
to be deliberate falsehoods.” 

The posters contain a picture of 
the Old Courthouse with the le- 
gend, “Save this historic Court- 
house,” and the admonition, 
“Scratch “Yes’+ Vote ‘No.’” 

State Law Cited. re 

“The State law,” Judge Rutledge 
continued, “requires election liter- 
ature to have printed or written 
upon it the names of the persans 
responsible for its circulation. The 
poster is deceptive and misleading 
and is designed to decefve voters 
into voting contrary to their own 
interests and the way they would 
vote if fney understood™the facts. 

“Many people have a sentimenta} 
interest in the old courthouse. We 
all want to preserve it for its amso- 
ciations, and our committee is do- 
ing all it can to save that historic 
monument and have it used for 
some practical purpose. 

“At the outset our committee 
had a sort of.slogan to the effect 
that the old courthouse will be 
saved by a new courthouse on the 
Plaza site. The proponents of the 
Broadway courthouse have appro- 
priated “that slogan and used it 
against us.

Dr. George T. Moore, direct- 
er of the garden, acquired it a lit- 
tle more than a year ago from an 
English scientist ‘to measure fhe 
smoke content of the air in the 
greenhouses and study the effects 
on delicate plants. 

. Device Extracts Soot. 
It has been in bperation con- 
étantly and, according to Dr. 
Moore, with highly satisfactory re- 
sults. Every 15 minutes throughout 
the day and night it automatically 
extracts the smoke, or soot, from 
two quarts of air and leaves the 
black residue on a disc of filter pa- 
per where the scientist may meas- 
ure it‘and draw inferences at his 
leisure. 
As the smoke spots are durably 
fixed upon the filter chart, the 
disc may be filed away for future 
reference, thus making possible 
comparisons from time to time of 
the city’s actual smokiness. Its 
reading at 15-minute intervals also 
enables the. observer to determine 
the chief sources of smoke, and it 
may be said here that the clouds 
of soot, which are now threatening 
to exterminate countless delicate 
plants and flowers and force the 
removal of Shaw’s Garden fo the 
country, are traceable, not to the 
factories and locomotives, but to 
the apartment houses and resi- 
dences in the district. 
Probably the most impressive 
feature of this unfamiliar device 
is its simplicity.

Louisan inhales some 28 ‘pounds 
of soot in a year; that the precipi- 
tation of soot on the city is at the 
rate of about 40 tons per square 
mile per year, and that the total 
precipitation on the entire city is 
approximately 2640 tons a year. 
This does not mean, of course, that 
every St. Louisan is carrying about 
in his lungs 28 pounds of soot 
which he has inhaled in the last 
year. Most of it is exhal or 
thrown off from the body by other 
natural agencies. 

Dr. Moore does not attempt to 
interpret the effect of soot upon 
the public health, but he does re- 
state that it threatens to extermi- 
nate virtually all the delicate 
plants at the garden and makes re- 
moval of the collection to the 
country imperative.

A group of St. Louls County Re- 
publicans, including County Chair- 
man Albert Autenreith and A. E. 
L. Gardner, failed today to get a 


court order keeping the countv/ 


candldates of the Liberal (La Fol- 
lette) party off the official ballot. 

Judge Wurdeman refused to is- 
sue a writ of mandamus for which 
the Republicans applied, and which 
would have directed the county 
election commissioners to remove 
the Liberty county candidates from 
the ticket. It would not have af- 
fected the list of La Follette presi- 
dential electors. 

Cites Court Raling. 

Wayne Ely, attorney for the ob- 
jectors, cited to Judge Wurdeman 
the action of the State Supreme 
Court, last Saturday, in ruling that 
the name of M. J. Hart, Republii- 
can congressional nominee in the 
Eleventh District. could not be 
placed on the Liberal ticket on the 
St. Louis city baisot.) Ely was 
counsel, in that case, for Congress- 
man Hawes. 

In the Hart case, the Supreme 
Court held that,’ though Hart's 
name was ostensibly proposed to 
fill a yacancy on the Liberal ticket, 
theer was no vacancy in fact. Ely 
urged that thé same was true as to 
county offices in St. Louis County. 
‘ Judge Wurdeman said there 
might be merit to the coptention, 
but that objections shotld have 
— filed in writing with the Elec- 

lo Commissioners, within two 
days after the filing of the /candi- 
dacies. This, he said, was done in 
the Hart case. The county Liberal 


-iticket was filed with the commis- 


sioners Oct. 14. 

The county ticket of the Liberal 
party includes eight regular Dem- 
ocratic nominees, three Republican 
nominees and five persons whose 
names are on neither old party 
ticket. Wilfred Jones was named 
for Sheriff, but no candidate for 
Prosecuting Attorney was indorsed.

IN PARCELS APPROVED 


Illinois Supreme Court Upholds 
Ruling of Sangamon County 
Court. 


By the Associatea Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, Iil., Oct. 


Permiasion to sell the Chicago, 
Peoria & St. Louls Railroad in par- 
cels was granted bond holders by 
the Supreme Court this morning in 
upholding a ruling of the Sanga- 
mon County Circuit Court. 

The decree of the Sangamon 
County Court ordered that the road 
be offered for sale both in its en- 
tirety and in parcels. Under the 
court order the line may be offered 


in 18 parcels or the sections be- 
tween Springfield and WTast St. 
Louis, between Pekin and Spring- 
field, and between Jacksonville and 
Havana may be sold, but no one 
section may be sold and the other 
sections left unsold.. The whole 
road must be sold or none. 

Permission to abandon operations 
of the road was given by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
March 21, 1923, when it was shown 
that it was losing $600,000 en- 
nually. 

The road, which has 237 miles of 
track or trackage rights between 
Peoria and East St. Louis, is the 
largest railroad entirely within Ii- 
linois. It was virtually born in 
bankruptcy, as the smaller parent 
lines from which it was formed in 
1900 were then in the hands of the 
Federal Courts. Bankgrwptcy has 
been its lot most of the time since. 

Unless the purchasers of the road 
continue it in operation, 34 towns, 
with a total population of about 
11,000, will be without railroad 
service. Efforts to interest the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific in 
the line failed. The Illinois Com- 
mission of Transportation Survey 
sought Henry Ford as a possible 
purchaser, but he answered that he 
was not interested at this time. 

According to attorneys for the 
road, the Supreme Court ruling 
gives the receivers of the road the 
option of selling the road in 18 sec- 
tions, three sections or as a whole. 
This reverses the stand which the 
court took in a previous decision 
that the road muet be sold as a 
whole. Justices Stone, Hurd and 
Farmer dissented from the opin- 
ion, which was written by Justice 
Dunn.

Function of Commission. 

A word of expldfation may be 
helpful to a tlear understanding of 
La Follette’s grave charges. In the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff law, en- 
acted under the present Republican 
administration, a sliding scale of 
rates is provided fér each €0mmod- 
ity. While the law fixed the rates, 
it empowered the President to raise 
or lower them at his discretion. 

Machinery for informing the 
President of the need for such in- 
creases or reductions existed in the 
Tariff Commission, which is com- 
posed of six members, and which 
has a corps of experts at its dis- 
posal. The commission may, at any 
time order an investigation of the 
tariff on any commodity. Upon 
receiving the facts from the ex- 
perts, it considers them, hears ar- 
guments by the interested parties, 
and then proceeds to make a re- 
port to the President, who can act 
as he sees fit. This brings us up to 


La Follette’s recital: 

“The chairman of the commis- 
sion,” he said, “is Mr. Thomas Mar- 
vin, who was for 25 years a lobby- 
ist at Washington for the textile 
industry of New England. That 
gentleman ought to be doing some- 
thing else. Another member is 
William Burgess, also a former lob- 
byist, who also should have another 
job. The third is Mr. Glassie, who, 
as I happen to know, was appoin® 
ed by President Harding at the 
personal solicitation of the two 
Senators from Louisiana, both 
known as “Sugar Senators.” 

“I believe the three remaining 
commissioners, Lewis, Costigan and 
Culbertson, to be fair and disinter- 
ested men. 

Facts Laid Before Coolidge. 
“More than 19 months ago the 
tariff commission ordered an inves- 
tigation of the tariff on sugar. 
Glassie had an interest in sugar, be- 
cause his wife owned about $144,- 
000 worth of stock in a Louisiana 
sugar company, but Glassie insisted 
on taking part in the decision. 
Three of the commissioners tried to 
get him to withdraw. You would 
think that an honorable man, and 
one with a proper sense of decency, 
would have disqualified himself 
voluntarily. But Glassie said he 
knew his own mind and that he 
had decided he was not prejudiced, 
and that he proposed to sit in. 
“Finally, Costigan, ‘Culbertson 
and Lewis took the matter to Pres- 
ident Coolidge and laid the. facts 
before him. They called his atten- 
tion to the universal Governm=rt 
rule that ‘a Judge cannot sit in a 
case in which he is interested.’ Ged 
only knows how a man could re- 
main either cool or silent undes 
such circumstances, but Coolidge 
did.

The audience had listened tense- 
ly to this narrative, in a silence 
broken by audible gasps and an oc- 
casional low whistle of astonish- 
ment. 

“Do yo urealize what this 
means?” La Follette asked solemn- 
ly.. “Here was an official sitting as 
ing a reduction in rates, was for- 
mer Senator McCumber, one of the 
authors of the law. The Colorado 
beet sugar interests were represént- 
ed by William V. Hodges, who is 
now treasurer of the Republican 
National Committee. On May 14, 
the chief of the sugar division sub- 
mitted his expert report. On May 
22, bya vote of 3 to 2, the commis- 
sion*decided to press the case to an 
early report. 

“About two days later Senator 
Smoot, who was a stockholder in 
the Utah-Idaho Sugar Co. called 
Commissioner Culbertson to his of- 
fice at the Capitol. Senator Smoot 
told Commissioner Culbertson that 
there had been much criticism of 
the Tariff Commission by certain 
a Judge in a cose whose decision 

was to be used as the basis for the 
Peeuanne determination, and he 
is inveigled by a United States Sen- 
ator into a conference at whith at- 
torneys Presenting one side of 
the cage t to influence his deci- 
sion. 

“It is fair to Commissioners Cul- 
bertson, Costigan and Lewis to say 
that this coarse preceeding had no 
influence on them. But the sugar 
trust did not stop there. Through- 
out the summer pressure was 
brought to bear on Culbertson to 
delay the report. The Department 
of Justice was used. Attempts 
were made to induce him to leave 
the commission.

“On July 31, by a vote of three 
to two, the commission made its

“Charles B. Warren, sometimes 
known as “Beet Sugar Charlie,’ 
who presented the party platform 
at the Republican hational conven- 
tion, is president of the Michigan 
Sugar Co. and the Toledo Sugar Co. 

“Reed Smoot, one of the Old 
Guard leaders in the Senate, and 
the Republican boss of Utah, {s, 
or was, a stockholder in the Utah- 
Idaho Sugar Co. 

“Former Senator McCumber, 
who has prothised to deliver North 
Dakota for Coolidge in the Nayem- 
ber election, is attorney for the 
American Cane Sugar League. 

“I think those are some of the 
reasons for Mr. Coolidge’s delay in 
acting on the sugar report, and I 
think they explain some of those 
loud silences around the White 
House.”’ 

Attempt to Coerce Cuba. 

Earlier in his speech La Follette 
had made his charges touching the 
alleged attempt to coerce the Cu- 
ban Government. He said: 

“In December, 1921, and Janu- 
b 1922, the beet Sugar Trust, in 

junction with the New York 
bankers who cofitrol the cane sugar 
trust, made use of this Government 
in an attempt to coerce the Cuban 
Government to reduce the produt- 
tion of Cuban sugar by 1,500,000 
tons. Beet sugar, of course, is man- 
ufactured in this country and cane 
sugar comes from Cuba. Conse- 
quently, a shortage in the Cuban 
cane sugar crop would cause high- 
er price for American beet sugar. 

“Senator Smoot, a largs owner of 
beet sugar stock, and chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
which writes the tariff bills, took 
the leading part in this conspiracy, 
as is proven by a letter over his 
own signature. In that letter he of- 
fered to reduce the duty om cane 
sugar if the Cubans woul cut 
down their production to a certain 
amount. Secretary Hoover--and 
Minister Crowder also participated 
in the scheme.” 


“It failed only because the Gov- 
ernment of Cuba rejected this sor- 
did proposal. They were a mighty 
sight more honest,” La Follette | 
shouted, “even to our own people, 
than our own officials were. Here 
is what President Menocal of Cuba | 
said about the matter a year later: | 
‘Judge for yourselves what prices | 
the American public would be pay- | 
ing now-had not Cuba resisted the | 
attempt to reduce its crop to $2,- | 
500,000, ag was urged by the Amer- 
ican Government.’ 

“Do you get that? This Game 
less proposal was understeod by 
the Cuban people to come from our 
Government. _ 

Daugherty’s Futile Suit. 

“This failure did not discourage 
the Sugar Trust,” ne went on. “Un- | 
able to create a real shortage, they | 
managed to create the appearance 
of a shortage. through the obliging 
compliance of Secretary Hoover. 
On Feb. $, 1923, the Department of 
Commerce issued a report on sugar 
production which was interpreted 
as indicating a shortage in world 
production of approximately 750,- 
000 tons. It resutied in a wildly | 
speculative market, out of which | 
the gamblers reaped profits of mil- | 
lions at the expense of American 
dinner tables. 

“There was such an uproar that 
Attorney-General Harry Daugherty 
was forced by public opinion to 
bring a suit against the New York 
Sugar Exchange, but he brought 
the suit in such form as to insure 
that he would lose it. He brought | 
it against the wrong men. 

“The attorney who defended the 
sugar exchange in that suit was 
John W. Davis, the present Demo- | 
cratic candidate for President. He 
won the suit. He couldn't Kelp | 
winning it. Daugherty had made | 
it impossible for him to lose.”

The presentation to Queen Eliza- ( 
beth of a pair of ailk stockings— 
the first that ever she possessed— 
is so important an event in her do- 
mestic history that a full account 
of the transaction is to be found in 
Stowe. A century or so later silk 
stockings were a commonplace in 
the wardrobe of a great lady. To- 
day they are a commonplace in 
the wardrobe of every self-sup- 
porting girl. 

It is not pretended by this that 
the self-supporting girl today is 
better dressed than a queen whose 
wardrobe at the date of her death 
coritained upwards of three thous- 
and gowns. Nor is .it pretended 
that a silk stocking is in itself a 
thing of paramount tmportance as 
a factor of human happiness. 

It is quite possible to be happy} 
in cotton stockings, or in the clpth | 
stockings Elizabeth wore before 
she was initiated into the use of 
silk ones. It is even. possible to 
be happy without stockings at all. 
If this article of feminine wear has 
been dragged into the argument, 
ft is purely for symbolical purpos- 
es; that it may serve as a symbol 
of all those refinements which, 
common to any stenographer to- 
day, were unusual in the life of 
even a queen of three hundred 
years ago. 

Intellectually Elizabeth is rep- 
resented as something of a para- 
gon, almost a phenomenon among 
contemporary women. And when 
due allowance is made for the taw- 
dry flattery by which the attain- 
ments of rulers are magnified, 
abundant evidence remains that 
Elizabeth spoke and wrote French 
and Italian with ease, possessed a 
sound knowledge of Latin and at 
least a fair acquaintance with 
Greek.

But 
underneath al] this awe-inspiring 
and rather theatrical parade, we 
find a human being whose capacity 
for enjoying the realities of life is 
delimited by the civilization of his 
own day, and who is subject to all 
those ills and discomforts which 
afflict the meanest of ‘his subjects. 
The Tragedy Beneath the Pomp. | 

Thus, you see Elizabeth, ~ her 
bust gaudily bejeweled, her yellow 
hair interwoven with pearls of 
great price, clad in a stupendous 
brocade that is all patterned with 
eyes and earf, to symbolize her 
omniscience. You behold her 
flanked by stalwart, scarlet-clad 
yéomen-of-the-guard with rigidly 
ordered halberts, and attended by 
a cloud of shimmering courtiers, 
enthroned in state to receive the 
great Gondomar, that pround am- 
bassador of the proud King of 
Spain. 


Looking on from afar, you be- 
hold a dazzling spectacle of life as 
it was lived by the mighty in those 
spacious days, and you sigh for 
these departed splendors. 

But draw a little nearer, so as 
to obtain a closer view of details, 
and you perceive at once that if 
the magnificent grandee of Spain, 
representative of the all-powerful 
King Philip, and a man still in the 
prime of life, is borne into her 
majesty’s presence in a chair, this 
is not in consequence 0° any privi- 
lege to which he is entitled by vir- 
tue of his exalted rank, but be- 
cause of the debifitating infirmity 
by which he Is afflicted and from 
which the rudimentary surgery of 
his day can afford him no relief.

It is not necessary to look closer, 
or to seek further evidence of the 
physical disadvantages under which 
even in the highest places, human- 
ity then labored, through a brief 
and fleeting youth to a *mis- 
erable old age that was commonly 
reached by the fortieth year—the 
time of life at which the men and 
women of today are in their phys- 
ical prime and \just completing the 
education’ that will enable them 
appreciatively to savor existence. 
From that glimpse alone all the 
other infirmities of which a Queen 
must have been a prey will at once 
be inferred. 

And almost any stenographer 

today who has reached the age of 
forty, with her well-kept teeth, her 
digestion unimpaired and her 
limbs vigorous and ‘elastic from 
hygienic conditions and healthy 
pursuits and games in which the 
great lady) of the past could have 
no part, will realize at once and 
in thankfulness her own physical 
superiority. Remembering that a 
sound mind demands a‘ sound 
body for its subsistence, she will 
Derceive something, (too, of the 
spiritual superiority that must 
necessarily be hers. 
’ So that, when all is said, the 
comparison is not so ludicrous as 
might at first appear. It is cer- 
tainly far less ludicrous than would 
be a comparison between'the 3e)f- 
supporting woman of today and 
her counterpart in the social scale 
of any date down to the nineteenth 
century, namely the daughter of 
the mechanic, the artisan, the 
craftsman, the small trader or the 
farmer. 

There, indeed, no comparison is 
possible. “ 

The self-supporting girl of today 
not only reflects in Her own person 
the refinements of modern civiliza- 
tion, but, complete\mistress of her 
fate, she may and frequently does 
marry into a class superior to that 
from which she is sprung. passing 
upwards with the fuliy justified 
-consciousness that she is mentally 
and physically qualified for that 
measure of social advancement. 
An Intellectual Twilight. . 

Her counterpart 200 years ago 
had her being in surroundings that 
can Only be described squalid, 
and was denied by ali e@ condi- 
tions of her time and her reariag 
the possibility of emerging from 
them.

Ignorant and unlettered, without 
the means to become otherwise, 
she dwelt in an intellectual twi- 
light, with little more knowledge/ 
of consciousness of the world 
about her than was possessed by 
the animals she perhaps tended. 
Having spent her girlhood as a 


drudge in her father’s house, she ' 


was bestowed in marriage upon a 
social equal of his own, common- 
ly without regard for her own 
wishes in the mattgr, there to find 
that she had mérely exchanged 
one form of dreary servitude for 
another that was infinitely more 
exacting. 

If we move up the social scale, 
and step into the great world of, 
say, the eighteenth century, we 
find a condition of things for 
women that is better only on the 
surface. In this walk of life she 
is no longer a drudge. She no 
longer toils, and consequently her 
hands are fine. But those fine 
hands are doomed to uselessneas; 
they are as incapable as they are 
beautiful. 


Slavery in Different Guises. _ 


Slavery in another form is still 
a woman’s lot. She is in the bond- 
age of a narrow, restricted, stupid 
code of manners. If she happens 
to be educated, she is afforded 
little means of employing that ed- 
ucation and enjoying the things 
which it placéds within her intel-. 
lectual reach. There is little to 
read, for books are not readily ac- 
cessible; and of that little the 
greater and more interesting part 
is forbidden, and the serious pur- 
suit of any art is sternly discour-
